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REMARKS. 

We  hope  we  may  be  excused  for  again  calling  the  attention  of 
the  town  to  the  Rail  Road  Bridge  on  Centre  street.  This  incon- 
venient and  awkward  passway  is  altogether  unsuitable  and  insufficient 
for  the  place  it  occupies.  The  rights  of  the  town  in  this  case  ought 
to  be  particularly  attended  to,  and  special  instructions  should  be 
given  to  the  new  board  of  Selectmen  to  that  effect. 

We  are  still  of  the  opinion  (as  expressed  last  year,)  that  some 
arrangement  ought  to  be  made,  by  which,  each  Engine  Company 
shall  receive  a  specific  sum  annually  for  refreshments,  according  to 
their  number  and  location,  and  thus  remove  all  cause  of  complaint. 
We  would  here  suggest  the  propriety  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the 
Fire  Department  in  such  a  manner,  as  that  the  expenditure  and  the 
particulars  thereof  for  each  Company,  may  distinctly  appear. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Auditors,  the  then  existing  defi- 
ciency of  the  collector  and  the  tardiness  of  a  portion  of  the  tax  pay- 
ers was  alluded  to.  The  system  of  collecting  hitherto  pursued,  ope- 
rates unequitably  upon  those  who  pay  their  taxes  promptly,  and  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  town.  More  than  Nine 
thousand  Dollars  of  the  last  tax  is  yet  unaccounted  for  hy  the  Col- 
lector. The  method  of  collecting  in  the  city  of  Boston  has  been 
amply  tested,  and  is  said  to  be  altogether  unobjectionable.  The 
same  might  be  adopted  by  our  town  to  good  advantage.  By  it  much 
labor  and  inconvenience  would  certainly  be  saved  to  the  Collector 
and  the  collections  would  be  much  more  seasonably  made. 

The  undersigned  having  carefully  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
them  as  Auditors,  respectfully  submit  the  foregoing  to  their  fellow 
citizens  for  examination,  believing  it  to  be  a  fair  statement  of  the 
affiiirs  of  the  town  for  the  past  year.  All  the  accounts  appear  to 
have  been  correctly  kept  and  satisfactorily  vouched.
